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PREFACE. 


During the last few years frequent inquiries have been made for 
a Biok of Services for Public Worship, printed in good type and 
published at a moderate price. The Book of Ten Services , in its older 
or newer form, is used by a considerable number of congregations, 
and it is naturally regarded as a classic ; but there are congregations 
who feel that it is not quite adapted to their needs ; and it is hoped 
that the Services contained in this book may prove_ helpful to sojpe 
congregations and ministers who desire to use a Liturgy at one or 
both of the Sunday services. 

There are Seven Orders of Worship : the Address by the Minister 
and three of the Prayers in the First Order are by the late Rev. R. 
Crompton Jones, B.A., and are taken from the 28th Service in the 
excellent and invaluable Book of Prayer in Thirty Orders of Worship, 
which he prepared and edited ; the Address and three of the Prayers in 
the Second Order are by the Rev. J. Estlin Carpenter, M. A., from the 
26th Service ; the Address and two of the Prayers in the Third Order 
are by Theodore Parker, from the 24th Service ; a few special Prayers 
and Thanksgivings are also from Mr. Crompton Jones 5 Book of Prayer 
The Sixth Order of Worship is adapted from the First Service in the 
Book of Five Services for Public Worship , published by the A.U.A., 
Boston, Mass. The Seventh Order is compiled from the Service Book 
formerly used at Bedford Chapel, London, by the Rev. Stopford A. 
Brooke, M.A. For several of the Prayers with Responses, I am indebted 
to the Devotional Services prepared by the Rev. John Hunter, D.D., 
who has done so much to enrich public worship by his Hymn and 
Service Books. The authorship of most of the Prayers is unknown. 
Prayers by Henry Ward Beecher, Francis William Newman, . and 
Thomas Sadler are included, though no indication of authorship is 
anywhere given in the book itself. 

The three Introductory Services, for Christmas, Easter, and the 
Memorial Service, with Readings, are taken from the Book of Five 
Set vices, published by the A.U.A. The Canticles for Morning and 
Evening are from the Essex Hall Chant Book : most of the Chants and 
Psalms will also be found in that book. If the Services should be 
largely adopted by congregations, arrangements will then be made for 
issuing a volume containing music suitable for the Chants and Responses, 
for the use of organists and choirs. 

I wish to acknowledge the help which I have received from the Rev, 
James Harwood, B.A., and the Rev. J. J. Wright, both of whom carefully 
read the proof sheets, and made several useful suggestions for the 
improvement of the Services.

FIRST ORDER OF WORSHIP. 

The Service may begin with the singing of a Hymn , after which the
